raid. Those who were present dur­ 
ing this long-feared assault agreed 
that the skies were literally “fill­ 
ed’* with squadrons of attackers, 
if the noise they made was any 
criterion. 
Raid Lasts 70 Minutes 
The alarm ended one hour and 
ten minutes after it sounded. 
Until the “all clear" came, all 
dispatches and telephone calls vrore 
held up. 
We are now sending reporters 
out to the. bombed area to find 
out the extent of the damage. As 
I left the embassy roof I could 
see the red glare of flames shoot­ 
ing up from what appeared to be 
a group of apartm ent houses. 
For the present, we are forbid­ 
den to give any indication of the 
locality of the hits. 
Throughout the raid, the stun­ 
ned populace of Paris remained 
calm. The general reaction was 
one of grim fury.

It was a French village emptied 
of its residents by th e war and we 
were surrounded oy soldiers, wh ile 
overh ead prowled German air­ 
planes and not far off sounded 
th e “wh ish " of h urry ing .sh ells. 
But th e date of th e inscription 
was 1914. 
“You see." said a French major, 
“th e war today isn’t th e worst. 
Th ink of 1,150 casualties in one 
regiment in 24 h ours." 
Th is trip h as taken us along 
about one-h alf of all th e river de­ 
fenses of France against wh ich 
th e Germans will h ave to h url th eir 
Panzer 
(mech anized) 
divisions, 
dive 
th eir bombers, h ail 
th eir 
sh ells 
and finaly 
try to 
fling 
th eir bodies in a possible attempt 
to break th rough to Paris. 
Nobody can deny th at th e Ger­ 
mans h ave won successes, but it is 
necessary to come h ere to th e front 
to realize h ow costly th ey h ave 
been and th at if th e French could 
only get th e essentially necessary 
planes and tanks, and if th ey can 
h old out until it is possible to get 
th em. Ch ancellor Hitler’s gigantic 
gamble of th e destiny of Germany, 
Kurope and th e world on one vast 
battle may lose. 
Half Million Casualties 
According 
to 
a 
semi-official 
French estimate, from th e begin­ 
ning of th e “battle of all time" on 
May 10 until th e end of May th e 
Germans 
lost 100,000 dead 
and 
400,000 wounded, making th e gi­ 
gantic total of 500,000 casualties 
in 20 days. 
Of th eir several th ousand tanks, 
it is claimed, th e Germans h ave 
lost 
2,000. Anoth er source 
said 
th ey h ave lost a large percentage 
of both th eir tanks and airplanes. 
It must be remembered, h owever, 
th at th e Germans h ave been ad­ 
vancing and th at many disabled 
tanks may be repaired. 
So far th is h as been a war in 
wh ich success h as been won by su­ 
perior quantités of tanks and air­ 
planes. German superirity in th ese 
arms will continue, it is stated, un­ 
til and unless th e Allies receive 
contributions 
from 
“outside"— 
meaning th e United States. 
Th e next two or th ree weeks 
may determine wh eth er th e Ger­ 
mans, with th eir vastly h eavier 
masses of planes and tanks can 
crush th e French to such an extent 
th at any American assistance pre­ 
ferred later w'ould be futile. One 
h igh French officer said to me to­ 
day: 
“One 
American airplane sent 
now would be worth ten sent in 
six weeks or 100 in six month s." 
Th ese 
and similar arguments 
were h eard today as we went from 
regiment to regiment.

Of th eir several thousand tanks, 
it is claim ed, the G erm ans have

Chlorine Added 


It was fou nd that if a chlorine 
concentration of 100 parts per 
million water is u sed, however, 
that the resu lts are very mu ch 
different and highly gratifying. 
Every other featu re—the temper­ 
atu re of the water, the cleanliness 
of the towels and the care of wash­ 
ing was the same, the only change 


was in the addition of a small 
amou nt of chlorine to the water. 
A great many people cling to a 
stu b b orn dislike of the chlorine 
taste of water, b u t it has b een 
proved over and over again that 
in this concentration it is harm­ 
less and certainly it is valu ab le, 
especially in the su mmer time, in 
preventing epidemics of food in­ 
fection. 
Use of Vitamin B 


Is V ita m in B usef ul in neural- 
g ia as w ell as n euritis? 
We haven’t very many reports 
on the u se of Vitamin B in the 
painfu l form of neu ritis, generally 
called “neu ralgia.” Its u sefu lness 
has b een demonstrated when the 
nerves are involved on the mu scu ­ 
lar side cau sing paralysis, b u t 
when on the sensory side, cau sing 
pain, Vitamin B does not seem to 
work qu ite so well. 
In a great many of the late re­ 
ports on the u sefu lness of vita­ 
mins, it seems to me evident that 
the action of the vitamin is like 
that of a dru g rather than a re­ 
placement factor- In other words, 
it cou ld not b e said that the Vita­ 
min B in these cases of neu ralgia 
was ab sent from the diet, and that 
this ab sence cau sed the neu ral­ 
gia; rather that thiamin chloride, 
which is concentrated Vitamin 
Bl, acts in neu ralgia as a drng 
and mu st b e given b y the physi­ 
cian in larger qu antities than 
wou ld ordinarily b e taken in the 
food.

DIET AND HEALTH 


B acteria Evades M ost V igorous D ishw ashers

• T H E R E IS NO question th a t a 
g reat m any bacteria are left on 
eating utensils both in public res­ 
tau ra n ts and in homes even after 
thorough cleaning. B ut they can­ 
not do very much harm . 
A bactgriologic survey of public 
places in which food or beverages 
were sold was m ade in a small 
town. The cleanliness of the kitch­ 
ens was good; m etal sinks were 
used; clean towels were used for

drying. Bacteriologic swabs taken 
from the edges of glasses, spoons 
and forks which would come in 
contact with the m outh were made 
especially after the noon or eve­ 
ning rush period. 
Tem perature 
of the wash w ater was from about 
IOO to 140 degrees w ith a rinse 
w ater of from about 50 to 150 de­ 
grees. 
N aturally, as all bacteriologists 
know, a certain num ber of bac­ 
teria would be present. B ut the 
am ount of bacteria on these uten­ 
sils and in the rinse and wash 
w ater was very much higher than 
would be considered norm al, even 
though the tem perature of the 
wash and rinse w ater was high 
enough to kill m any bacteria. 


Chlorine Added 


It was found th a t if a chlorine 
concentration of IOO parts per 
million w ater is used, however, 
th a t the results are very much 
different and highly gratifying. 
E very other feature— the tem per­ 
atu re of the w ater, the cleanliness 
of the towels and the care of wash­ 
ing was the same, the only change 


wras in the addition of a small 
am ount of chlorine to the w ater. 
A great many people cling to a 
stubborn dislike of the chlorine 
taste of w ater, but it has been 
proved over and over again th a t 
in this concentration it is harm ­ 
less and certainly it is valuable, 
especially in the sum mer time, in 
preventing epidemics of food in­ 
fection. 
Use of Vitamin B 
Is V itam in B useful in neural­ 
gia as well as neuritis? 


We haven’t very m any reports 
on the use of Vitamin B in the 
painful form of neuritis, generally 
called “ neuralgia.” Its usefulness 
has been dem onstrated when the 
nerves are involved on the muscu­ 
lar side causing paralysis, but 
when on the sensory side, causing 
pain, Vitam in B does not seem to 
work quite so well. 
In a tre a t m any of the late re ­ 
ports on the usefulness of vita­ 
mins, it seems to me evident th a t 
the action of the vitam in is like 
th a t of a drug rath er than a re­ 
placem ent factor. In other words, 
it could not be said th a t the Vita­ 
min B in these cases of neuralgia 
was absent from the diet, and th a t 
this absence caused the neural­ 
gia; rather th a t thiam in chloride, 
which is concentrated Vitam in 
B l, acts in neuralgia as a drug 
and m ust be given by the physi­ 
cian 
in 
larger quantities than 
would ordinarily be taken in the 
food.

which is so accomodating It will 
grow in soil which is too poor for 
most plants. 
Fu rtherm ore, this 
plant will grow in fu ll shade. The 
scientific name of this very coop­ 
erative plant is 
Aegopodiu m, or 
Bishop’s-weed. It is also common­ 
ly called Gou tweed becau se years 
ago in England the leaves of the 
plant were boiled and then u sed 
as a pou ltice in the treatm ent of 
gou t. 
The plant shou ld be better 
known and more frequ ently u sed 
for it is splendid for foliage pu r­ 
poses and the variegated markings 
of its leaves makes it attractive in 
shady spots.
